Sneakers  is  destined  to  live  'life 
in  the  fast  lane'  — and  loves  it! 

Since  his  creation  and  official 
'naming7  early  in  1989,  the  lovable 
mascot  for  the  1990  Western  Can- 
ada Summer  Games  has  known 
his  call  in  life  — to  promote  the 
Games.  And,  it  won't  be  just  a life 
of  fun  and  frivolity,  either.  Sneak- 
ers has  already  proven  he  is  not 
afraid  to  'dig  in'  when  there  is 
work  to  be  done.  When  more  than 
500  volunteers  showed  up  at  The 
Forks  in  September  to  lay  sod  on 
the  grounds,  Sneakers,  without 
hesitation,  'rolled  up  his 
sleeves'  to  help  get  the  job  done. 

Within  three  days,  the  "Sneakers  Sodbusters"  rolled 
out  45,000  square  yards  of  sod,  ensuring  this  focal 
point  of  activites  would  be  ready  for  the  Games!  It 
was  here  that  Sneakers  coined  the  phrase,  "I  came,  I 
sod,  I conquered." 

Over  the  next  few  months.  Sneakers  will  be  seen 
journeying  all  over  Western  Canada,  cheerfully 
spreading  word  of  the  exciting  upcoming  Games. 

The  spunky  mascot  was  named  by  a 16-year-old 
Winnipeg  high  school  student  in  a 'name-the-mas- 
cot'  contest  held  early  in  1989.

The  main  component  of  the  Team  Alberta  logo  for  the  1990  Western  Canada  Sum- 
mer Games  is  our  province's  official  flower,  the  wild  rose.  The  brightness  and  the 
flow  of  the  design  ideally  symbolize  the  Western  Canada  Summer  Games  and 
Team  Alberta's  athletes:  the  vibrant  color  representing  the  energy  and  vitality  of 
the  participants  in  the  Games;  the  blending  of  the  shades  of  color,  symbolizing 
the  blending  of  cultures  and  backgrounds  and  the  friendships  made  at  the 
Games.  The  graduated  lines  emanating  across  the  design  create  a sense  of  move- 
ment, suggesting  advancement  and  the  growth  resulting  from  involvement  with 
the  Games. 
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1990  Games  - a spectacular  celebration  of  a 
‘coming  together ’ 


The  fifth  Western  Canada  Summer  Games  will 
be  a truly  spectacular  celebration  — a celebra- 
tion of  the  'coming  together7  of  more  than 
3,000  athletes  in  healthy  competition,  as  well  as  a 
multi-cultural  festival  and  an  exciting  showcase  of 
the  arts.  Beginning  with  the  energy-charged  Open- 
ing Ceremonies,  July  6,  to  the  nostalgic  farewell  of 
the  Closing  Ceremonies,  July  14 , this  wonderful 
two-week  event  promises  to  be  a memorable  and 
unique  growing  experience  for  all  involved. 

The  focal  point  of  many  of  the  activities  will  be  The 
Forks,  the  junction  of  the  Red  and  Assiniboine  rivers. 
Located  in  the  heart  of  Winnipeg,  this  junction  has 
historically  served  as  a place  of  socializing  and  ex- 
change. From  July  6 to  14,  The  Forks  will  once  again 
become  a centre  of  activity  and  excitement  — where 
friendships  will  be  built,  cultures  and  ideas  ex- 
changed — where  skills  and  determination  will  be 
tested  in  friendly  competition. 

It  is  here  that  the  initial  focus  of  the  Games  will  take 
place.  A grand  river  parade  of  various  water  craft, 
carrying  athletes,  dignitaries  and  other  representa- 


tives, will  proceed  down  the  Red  and  Assiniboine 
rivers,  to  come  together  at  this  historic  meeting  loca- 
tion. As  they  disembark  onto  the  site,  they  will  be 
welcomed  by  various  instrumental,  vocal  and  multi- 
cultural performances.  A rich  array  of  similar  artistic 
programs  are  being  planned,  for  entertainment 
during  the  Games,  at  several  sites  within  the  city  as 
well  as  at  the  Forks. 

The  sporting  events  will  take  place  at  various  ven- 
ues, in  two  separate  modules.  Opening  Ceremonies 
on  July  6 mark  the  beginning  of  Module  One,  during 
which  time  approximately  one-half  of  the  athletes 
will  compete.  The  finals  for  the  events  in  this  module 
will  take  place  July  9.  During  July  10  and  11,  athletes 
who  have  completed  competition  during  Module 
One  will  be  departing,  while  athletes  for  the  second 
module  will  be  arriving  to  take  part  in  the  remaining 
sports. 

Module  Two  begins  July  12  with  the  continuation  of 
the  Games,  through  to  July  14,  concluding  with  the 
Closing  Ceremonies.

The  Forks  — the  area  which  will  be  used  for  the 
Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies,  sports  and  enter- 
tainment events  and  awards  presentations  — be- 
came alive  and  green  as  a result  of  a huge  volunteer 
effort  this  September!  Donating  equipment,  materi- 
als and  'muscle  power7,  supporters  of  the  Games, 
together  with  more  than  500  volunteers  worked 
through  the  windy,  rainy  weather  and  within  three 
days,  rolled  out  45,000  square  yards  of  lush,  green 
sod  on  the  parkland  area. 


Awards 

Sixteen  hundred  medals  will  be  presented  during  the 
Games  at  three  different  sites,  with  many  of  the 
presentations  planned  as  part  of  an  entertainment 
program.

Accommodations 

To  accommodate  the  more  than  3,000  athletes,  offi- 
cials, coaches,  managers  and  invited  guests  expected 
at  the  Games,  rooms  have  already  been  booked  at  10 
downtown  hotels. 

Volunteers 

A total  of  5,000  volunteers  will  be  required  to  work 
at  the  Games.  Currently,  over  325  volunteers  are 
already  working  on  various  committees,  with  150 
volunteers  signed  up  to  help  between  now  and  the 
Games. 

Food  services 

Volunteers  from  the  Canadian  Federation  of  Chefs 
de  Cuisine  (Manitoba  Branch)  will  be  preparing  the 
meals  for  the  3,000  athletes  and  the  anticipated  5,000 
volunteers  that  will  be  working  at  the  Games. 

Security 

The  Winnipeg  Police  Department  will  be  supplying 
security  volunteers  needed  at  the  1990  Games. 

Venues 

Seven  million  dollars  have  been  contributed  to  the 
upgrading  and  development  of  facilities  for  the 
Games  by  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  the  City  of 
Winnipeg  and  the  Manitoba  Sports  Federation.  To 
create  an  exciting  atmosphere  and  to  allow  athletes 
to  mingle  with  the  public,  many  sport  venues  se- 
lected will  be  in  the  downtown  area.  All  venues  are 
wheelchair  accessible. 

Ceremonies 

Each  sport  will  have  an  opening  and  closing  cere- 
mony. 


To  identify  the  1990  Western  Canada  Summer  Games 
as  a stepping  stone  to  Olympic  competition,  the 
predominant  image  of  the  Games  Symbol  is  the 
torch.  The  six  segments  represent  the  six  participat- 
ing provinces  and  territories.  The  upper  portion  of 
the  symbol,  the  flame  of  the  torch,  in  the  shape  of  an 
'M',  represents  Manitoba.  The  W'  shape  of  the  lower 
portion,  the  handle  of  the  torch,  represents  both 
Winnipeg  and  Western  Canada.  To  further  connect 
the  Games  to  the  Olympics,  the  stylized  '1990',  com- 
posed of  three  interlocking  rings,  resembles  the 
Olympic  symbol.
